with this city. The improvement in- 
cludes Crane _ street, University 
Drive, Johnson street, Arbor Road, 
Rose and Millie streets, lying ‘n one 
of Menlo Park’s fiest residential 
districts. 

Residents of the district will be 
glad to see the completion of this 
work which will be considered for 
acceptance by the city council at an 
early date. 

Although virtually complete at the 
beginning of bad weather in De- 
cember, the work had to be aband- 
oned at that time because of the 
unusually heavy rains, but every- 
thing possible was done to expedite 
the surfacing in order that the resi- 
dents would have servicable streets 
through the winter, according to 
City Engineer Bert J. Mehl. 

Andy Weesner, Superintendent of 
Construction for Contractor Wood. 
is back in charge of the work again. 
Early in the week Wood and Wees- 
ner accompanied Engineer Mehl or 
a detailed inspection of the existing 
work. The City Engineer stated 
that apart from conditions existing 
and apparent at the time of shut- 
ting down the work, the surfacing 
has suffered no harm although laid 
for the most part during very ua~ 
favorable weather in December. 

“Controversies which arose during 
the postponment of the work, and 
which were apparentiy started 2nd 
furthered as political issues by cert- 
ain persons whether or not directly 
affected by the improvement, will, I 
hope, end with the completion of 
my contract,” stated Contractor 
Wood when asked for an express'on 
regarding protests against the work, 

“Had I chcsen to do so I would 
have been entirely within my rights 
to have left the job as soon as the 
rains commenced, as at that time 
soft spots were pezinning to inter- 
fere, but for the benefit of the resi- 
dents and in order not to leave the 
streets in an imp?sswbie condition it 
was Gecided to nrocevd with tne sur- 
facing, and that was done as far 
as was practical. 

“Some legitimate opposition and 
differences of opinion regarding im- 
provements may nearly always be 
expected regardless of the apparent 
necessity for the improvement,” 
continued Wood, “but persons hav-
